These 
include a letter dated 6/1/16 about concrete mixers. 
However, the brochures which were also enclosed 
tells up about the company’s line which were manu- 
factured by the Ideal Engine Company. This may 
explain the Lansing, Michigan entry in our catalog. 
The Chairman of the Ideal Engine Company was 
RE. Olds. Is there an Oldsmobile connection 
here?
